Chino, and the Customs will be at liberty, 
as they are to-day, to find out as much 
as they can for themselves, but they cannot 
be vested with authority tp enforce the 
payment ofdues within the jurisdiction of 
this colony. If asa friendly arrangement 
any portion of China's revenue is to be 
compulsorily collected within the colony it 
must be colleeted by the Colonial Govern- 
ment. Beyond the confines of the colony 
new customs stations will of course be set up 
to replnca the present ones, where cargoes eau 
be examined, fines impused for brench ofthe 
regulations and so forth, but within Uhe

As to the oflive saintained by the 
Customs in Queen’s Road, Sir Roperr 
Uarr may consent to its removal 
if pressed upon the point, but the Hong- 
kong Government would have no right 
to inaist upon its removal, The Go 
mar, areuron ish petsonrmaigavase TaN 
peace nnd goou order of tho colony, and it 
could nat doso even if it wanted, hecnuse ha 
isa British subject. The Commissioner of 
Cnstoms haa as much right to rent a house 
aud office in Hongkong as auy other man, 
and to write his despatches and compile his, 
returns in the snid office.

The Com- 
missioner and his staff are in just the same 
position as the man in the street; they are 
vested with no authority exercisable within 
the colony and thoy enjoy no immunities.

We huve 
shoals of spies and informers in Hongkong, 
who will continue to sell thair information 
to the Customs whether the’ Commissioner 
resides in Hongkong or not. .'Thero ia 
nothing illegal in the calling of a spy or 
private detective, and as the gentry om- 
ployed in that capacity by the Customs nro i 
paid by results, as they also are’ when 
employed by the Hongkong Governmont, 
they. may be depended upon ta continue 
their avocations so long ag thero aro any: re- 
sulla tobe obtained. Nor could the Customs 
afford to ‘dispense with tho information 
‘there mem farnish, unless the Hongkong 
Government would undertake to obtaia and 
aupply the Customs with correct retarns of 
the cargoes carried by junks, which iv 
senreely probable, for a proposal for the 
collection of trade statistics. was very em-
